Breweries do indeed lean on custo- 
mers. Loans are made against anı obli- 
gation to order such and such a quanti- 
ty of beer in a given period. 

Publicans tied by terms such as these 
are naturally under pressure to push the 
sales of beer, Often too, the more they 
sell the higher the profit margin. : 

Breweries disclaim responsibilty. 
They say they don't diçtate prices in: 
any way. Publicans are free to charga, 
what they want and to sell norı-alêoho. 
lio drinks for the same price as their 
beer, or less, if they want to, 

So the two brewers’ associations lay 
the blame fairly and squarely at the re. 
tailers' door, while publicans just as 
energetically disclaim responsibility for 
alcoholism among the young. 

“Alcoholism,” says Frithjof Wahl of 
the Hotel and Catering Associatiott, 
“begins at home.” Yet he admits that 
pricing could be dangerous. 


That is why the association advises 
members to sell at east one non-alco’ 
holte drink for no mors than the price. 
they charge for the cheapest alcoholic:
